2. ARMS ACCORD. WEDNESDAY NYTIMES HERBERS WASHINGTON 
REPORTS FORD TOLD 26 CONGRESSIONAL LEADERS THAT ACCORD 

WOULD PERMIT EACH COUNTRY TO HAVE 2400 DELIVERY VEHICLES 
FOR NUCLEAR WARHEADS, ACCORDING AUTHORITATIVE SOURCES WHO 
ADDED THAT ABOUT 1200 COULD CARRY MIRVS WHICH WOULD BE 
ABOUT EQUALLY DIVIDED BETWEEN LAND-BASED AND SEA-BASED 
LONG-RANGE MISSILES, AND NON-MIRV MISSILES COULD BE 
MIXED: LAND-BASED, SUB-LAUNCHED OR BOMBERS. HERBERS 
ADDS SEN. JACKSON, WHO DIDN'T ATTEND MEETING BUT WAS 
BRIEFED BY NSC, SAID HE WAS VERY DISAPPOINTED WITH PACT 
SAYING THIS WILL MAKE POSSIBLE THE ADDITION OF THOUSANDS 
OF NUCLEAR WARHEADS AND NOTING RUSSIANS HAVE NONE TODAY.

SAYS A FURTHER AND POTENTIALLY COSTLY BUILDUP OF EXISTING 
AMERICAN MULTIPLE WARHEADS IS NOW ANTICIPATED TO MATCH THE 
HIGH LEVEL SET FOR RUSSIA, THIS BEING DEFENDED AS A 
JUSTIFIABLE PRICE FOR PUTTING A CAP ON THE OVERALL ARMS 
RACE, NESSEN QUOTING FORD: FIRST YOU HAVE TO SET A 
CEILING THEN YOU CAN TRY FOR A REDUCTION. REPUBLICANS 
AT MEETING AND MANSFIELD BROADLY WELCOMED THE ACCORD, 
STORY SAYS, ADDING JACKSON SAID: BY PERMITTING SOVIETS 
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AN ASTONISHINGLY LARGE NUMBER OF MIRV MISSILES ADMINISTRA-

3. COMMENT. TUESDAY WASHPOST EDITORIAL ON VLADIVOSTOK 
SUMMIT SAID EARLY RETURNS WERE EXTREMELY REASSURING, 
INDICATING A MAJOR STEP CLOSER TO THE CRITICAL GOAL OF 
MAKING THE 1972 INTERIM AGREEMENT PERMANENT- WITH FIRST- 
TIME AGREEMENT TO NEGOTIATE AN EQUAL NUMBER OF STRATEGIC 
VEHICLES OF ALL SORTS AND RUSSIAN WILLINGNESS TO LEAVE 
AMERICA'S EUROPE-BASED PLANES TO BE DEALT WITH IN A 
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EUROPEAN NEGOTIATING CONTEXT. POST ALSO WELCOMED AGREEMENT 
ON EQUAL NUMBER OF MIRVS, BUT SAID REAL QUESTION- 
JACKSON S QUESTION-IS LIKELY TO BE: DOES NOT AN AGREEMENT 
FOR EQUAL NUMBERS GIVE AN ADVANTAGE OVER TIME TO THE 
RUSSIANS, WHOSE HUGE EXTRA THROW-WEIGHT CAPABILITY WOULD 
LET THEM PACK MORE AND LARGER MIRV WARHEADS INTO EACH 
VEHICLE? ALSO THE FURTHER QUESTION OF HOW TO VERIFY

3A. TUESDAY WASHSTAR EDITORIAL SAID VLADIVOSTOK 
BREAKTHROUGH SEEMS ALMOST TOO GOOD TO BE TRUE, SAYING 
THE IMPORTANT THING IS TO ARRIVE AT A PSYCHOLOGICAL
